There are many ways to make the 
bath have a tonic and stimulating ¢ 
fect. To have one feel “made over.” 
almost like new I have found this ex- 
tremely effective: 

Fill the tub half full of very warm 
(but not too hot) water. Then add 
one pound of table salt and one pint 
of violet ammonia. This bath should | 
| be prepared at least ten minutes be- 
fore one is ready to take it, because | 
salt should be thoroughly dis- 
solved and the water completely per- | 
meated with the ammonia. This rend- 
jers the bath much more refreshing | 
and agreeable as well as having a 
delightfully rejuvenating effect on the} 
entire system. 

The above formula may be varied 
by the use o fone pound of sea salt 
and a half pint of aromatic vinegar. 

These preparations being of a high- 
ly astringent nature should not be 
used every day. Three times a week 
is really quite as often as the skin can 
stand it without becoming unduly
